Rogers purchased the land many 
years ago. planned to build a home 
upon it \v hen he retired and said 
in this connection:

line in danger et being tu rn ed — 
on the left wing by the French 
and on the right by the A m eri­ 
ca n s. 
The G erm an appraisal 
of 
the 
general situation 
made with the 
idea of reassuring a jittery home 
publu 
isn’t 
exactly 
accurate, 
sun e Hitler v ill be crushed by 
concerted Allied action from west, 
south and east. 
However, 
its 
true in the sense that we c a n ’t 
put the big equeeze on the F u eh r­ 
er until his formidable fortifica-, 
tions along Hie invasion coast have 
been sm ashed and w e have estab­ 
lished ashore a great arm y head­ 
ed for Berlin. 
There s no question of the abil­ 
ity of tile western Allies to set up 
a second front, and ev en the C er- 
m ans adm it that this can be done. 
Still, w hile we refuse to consider 
the possibility of failure in such

operation, 
it 
m ust be 
said 
hyoepthetically that if there were 
no invasion

the w ar would drag on interm in­ 
ably. no m atter how much strik ­ 
ing power tile Russians m ight a p ­ 
ply on Hie eastern front, 
I f s equally true, id course, that 
an invasion by Hie w estern Allies 
would be long in knocking out the 
G erm ans if the Red arm ies w eren ’t 
ham m ering tile enem y 
on 
tile 
eastern front. There m ust be pies- 
•u re on both sides. 
Berlin is right in saying that 
England is the logical base and 
"aircraft carrier” for invasion. Ifs 
by far the nearest of all feasible 
ba^es for the direct invasion route 
into w estern Europe. 
T hat s why 
Hie Allies are preparing to hit 
straight into the toughest defenses 
there are. 
The Moscow C om m unist new s­ 
paper P ra v d a says D-Day is im ­ 
minent, 
Viewing U h - Allied o f ­ 
fensive in Italy w ith vast approval, 
P rav d a declares that the cracking 
of the Hitler line has show n the 
G erm ans that "the Allies are c a­ 
pable of breaking any-duiense, and 
possess sufficient forces to do so," 
T hat undoubtedly is true. 
The 
Allies now have not only the will 
but the w ay to sm ash Hitler, and 
are giving a fine dem onstration 
of this in Italy. 
We 
shouldn't 
m ake the mistake, however, of e x ­ 
tending th e com parison and trying 
to gauge the invasion of W estern 
Europe bv th e operations on the 
Italian peninsula. 
W hile tile G ustave 
line,

Adolf H itler line, and the various

have been plenty tough, they have 
not show n the strength which may 
be expected in the west wall in 
France, according 
to

of their great w orries is that the 
Allies in th e Anzio beachhead may 
launi h an offensive in the rear 
of the h ard -h it G erm an right wing 
on the coast.

via led mercu ry for pus infections 
o f the sk in lik e acne or impetigo 
or hair follicle or shav ing infec­ 
tions; men th o la ted 
or ca mp h o ra t­ 
ed ointment* for hiv es and chap­ 
ping and sunburn; tu lfa ointments 
for infections; and to get away 
from ointments tincture of io d ivr 
o r mercu ro ch ro me 
for cuts and 
bruises. 
When these don’t work and you 
go to the expert dermatologist you 
will find him depending more on 
X-ray, radium, electrolysis, dia­ 
thermy, drugs by v ein and v ac­ 
cines. It is natural for him to use 
these more complicated methods 
because he probably k nows you 
hav e already been using the stand­ 
ard local remedies at home. And 
here is a point to emphasize—if he 
giv es you a medicine for local ap­ 
plication it will lik ely be in the 
form of a lotion, that is a watery 
or liquid suspension rather than 
an ointment 
Now all of these remedies are 
go o d. For household use the medi­ 
cine closet should certainly con­ 
tain a tine oxide preparation for 
soothing 
and ammoniated mer­ 
cury for pus conditions and iodine 
for cuts and infections, and per­ 
haps camphor ice. But there are 
a good many times when the 
household dermatologist needs to 
be restrained in their use and 
there are a lot of things not to do 
, for skin diseases that he doesn’t 
always remember. 
One is that v ery tendency noted 
abov e to stick to ointments rather 
than lotions. 
An ointment gums 
ov er the surface of a sk in erup­ 
tion, keeps the air out and the se­ 
cretions in and often adds to t ie 
damage. A lotion can be da' ed 
on and will stay in place just as 
well as the ointment, besides lets 
the sk in breathe and draws aecre- 
tions to the surface where they can 
he wiped off. Zinc oxide in an oint­ 
ment doesn’t get to exert its effect 
as well as calomine in a lotion, and 
the actio n of the calomine is just 
about the same as zinc oxide. Oint­ 
ments are all right in their place 
but that place is not wholesale 
and univ ersal use. 
A tendency of anyone treating 
the skin, and this includes many 
doctors, is to ov ertreat, either by 
treating with applications that are 
too strong or using them too much. 
This is particularly true of poison 


iv y or any similar acute dermati­ 
tis from contact that is in 
an 
angry, inflamed condition. Here 
some of the medicament* applied 
may add to the inflammation and 
mak e thing* worse. Ointments on 
the« e conditions do no good be­ 
cause the ointment nev er gets in 
contact with the trouble, since ti*e 
serum which is constantly oozing 
out pushes it away. 
A mild wet 
dressing of half of one per cent of 
aluminum sv bacetate is most lik e­ 
ly to do good. 
Use o f Wet Dressing# 
A wet dressing should k eep the 
part wet. If when the dressing is 
remov ed it is stuck to the sk in it 
has obv iously not been wet enough. 
A good wet dressing that holds 
moisture is oatmeal and bicarbo­ 
nate of soda. Bu t an opposite dan­ 
ger of wet dressings is that they 
are allowed to waterlog the sk in. 
Sulfa ointments should nev er be 
used except under medical adv ice. 
They are v ery lik ely to sensitize 
sk in and mak e any eruption worse. 
I just saw a peculiar example of 
this. 
A detail man who goes 
to 
doctors to demonstrate new prep­ 
arations was in the habit of show­ 
ing how a sulfa ointment could be 
completely absorbed in the sk in. 
He would tak e out a little jar of j 
it and rub it on the back of his { 
hand. After doing this a few week s ; 
he dev eloped a peach of a derma- j 
tit is that took a few week s to cure. J 
A sore sk in is sensitiv e to drugs. I 
The basic rule of treatment is— J 
don’t do anything to mak e it i 
worse.

Use o nly certified seed po tato es 
which are disease-free. If certified 
seed canno t be o btained In y o ur 
area, treat the regular seed po ta­ 
to es with Semesan Bel. This Is 
do ne by dipping the po tato es in 
the so lutio n fo r o ne minute. The 


treatment reduces the danger 
scab and ro t and usually resuu 
In a larger cro n y ield. 
As illustrated In the acco m­ 
pany ing Garden-Graph, the seed 
pieces are o btained by cutting a 
po tato Into three o r six pieces, de­ 
pending upo n the size o f the po ­ 
tato and the number o f ey es it 
has.
